Notwithstanding the fact that 
the ownership of land by aliens 
and foreign syndicates has been 
freely discussed by the newspa- 
pers, and some few of the Western 
States have taken legislative ac- 
tion against the spread of the 
evil, it is very doubtful if the peo- 
ple of this country, as a rule, have 
any definite idea of the extent to 
which the public domain has been 
seized upon within the past twenty 
years by men who had no idea of 
becoming American citizens. The 
following figures, although incom- 
lete, are suggestive of the reck- 
2 with which the Govern- 
ment lands were disposed of to 


any ope who chose to improve the 


opportunity. The land, having 
once gone out of the hands of the 
Government, 1s almost invariably 
shut out from the uses of the inde- 
pendent settler, whose progress 
westward from the Atlantic has 
been contemporaneous and co- 
extensive with the country’s de- 
velopment: The largest tract, 
4,500,000 acres, is held by the Hol- 
land Company of New Mexico. 
An English syndicate holds 3,000,- 
000 acres in Texas; Sir Edward 
Reed and a syndicate in Florida 
owns 2,000,000 acres; 1,800,000 
acres belong to an English syndi- 
cate in Mississippi ; 1,750,000 be- 
long to the Marquis of Tweeddale; 
1,300,000 acres to the Phillips- 
Marshall Company of London, 
and 1,500,000 acres to a German 
syndicate. These comprise the 
larger landholders. There are, 
however, a score or more of per- 
sons and syndicates owning less 
than 750,000 acres. The grand 
total foots up 20,747,000 acres of 
Government land held, by aliens 
in the United States. As nearly 
all this land has been carefully se- 
lected by agents, it follows that 
more than 20,000,000. acres of the 
best portion of the public domain 
has been permitted to fall into the 
hands of foreigners whose ideas of 
the relations of landlord and ten- 
ant are based upon the aristocratic

A Transparent Subterfage.

San Francisco, Aug. 23.—The 
dense fog which hung over the 
coast, and particularly the Golden 
Gate yesterday morning, caused a 
sad marine disaster off Alcatraz 

| Shortly after 10 o’clock 
news was received by telephone 
from the Presidio that two large 
oceai steamers had collided. The 
first account was that both were 
seriously disabled and that there 
had been great loss of life. The 
steamers were the City of Chester, 
outward bound for Eureka, Hum- 
boldt Bay, with a full cargo and 
numerous passengers, and the 
Oceanic, the great four-masted 
steamer of the Occidental & Ori- 
ental line, inward bound from 
China and Japan. The news spread 
like wildfire in down-town busi- 
néss circles and along the water 
front, and there was great excite- 
ment among those who had friends 
or acquaiutances on board both 
steamers or who had valuable 
freight thereon. As soon as the 
news reached the offices of the 
steamship companies and the prin- 
cipal wharves several small steam- 
ers and tugboats were dispatched 
to the scene of the disaster. Owing 
to the thick fog no more. details 
were received than the foregoing 
up to 12 o’clock, and the suspense 
in the city was fearful. Those 
who had just bade their friends on 
the City of Chester good-by were 
in agony. 

A report was afterward received 


by telephone that the Oceanic was 
uninjored, but that the City of 


Chester bad been cut down to the 


water’s edge, and had sunk in deep 
water, while the Oceanic had come 
to an anchor a short distance off, 
and her officers were doing their 
utmost to save the lives of the un- 
fortunate ple on the City of 
Chester. Then came a report that 
twenty of the passengers and crew 
of the City of Chester had been 
drowned. 
THE COLLISION. 


The City of Chester left Broad- 
way wharf at 9 o'clock yesterday 
morning. When opposite Alcatraz |

The Old Galena Mines. | 

The Virginia Dnterprise says: Two ' 
or three companies are at work in the | 
old Galena District, in Washoe county. 
The mines were first discovered in 1860 | 
and for a time there was much excite- | 


ment about them. The veins are ar- 

gentiferous galena, with a mixture of | 
antimony and other metals. The first | 
smelting furnace ever seen in Nevada 
was erected at Galena in the early 

days by Mr. Hatch, inventor of the 
Hatch amalgamating process—a pro- 
cess which was used in many of the | 
first silver mills. Owing to the 
base metals in the ore and to 
some other troubles and lacks, the | 
smelter was not a success. Now iron | 
ore and other material for use as flux | 
have been found on the spot. It seems | 
probable that the mines will soon be | 
successfully worked. |
